the Geological Survey on the coal 
resources of the Rockies north of 
the C.P,R. main line, which was 
given out at Ottawa last week, con- 


tains information of the greatest | 
unportance to the northern part of | 


the province. He was commission- 
ed to trace the coal formations that 
had been mined so successfully at 
Canmore and Bankhead, as far 
north as possible. He has now 
traced them past the Brazeau river. 
The maps of that part of the 
province are very inaccurate but 
the point that he has reached is 
evidently about opposite Lacombe.

Picking up the Mlustrated Sport- 


ing and Dramatic News the other | 
day I came across the portrait of a | 


fine-looking young fellow named 
Hugh R. N. Cobbett, under which 
the following paragraph appeared ; 

‘’Ehis young cricketer, who was 
taught the yvame at Worcester 
grammar school, has for a youth of 
nineteen stimimers, just acquired no 
little distinction with the willow in 
far away British Columbia.  Play- 
ing for Victoria in August against 
a team selected from the outside 
clubs, he was the chief instrument 
with a faultless innings of 152, of 
gaining for his team the champion- 
ship of the Pacific North-west. On 
being caught out at 152, he was 
carried shoulder high to the pavil- 
ion with much cheering. ‘Mhis was 
his third century within the week 
and it is thought that his inclusion 
in the Canadian International team 
of 1907 is assured."’ 

Cobbett is the only son of Dr. 
C. N. Cobbett, of Edmonton. ‘Nhe 
love for athletics evidently runs 
strong in the Cobbett blood, ‘Ihe 
only game to which the father now 
devotes himself is golf and Idmon- 
ton has never had a finer exponent 
of the royal sport. 

Golf has flourished this season in 
the two Albertan cities as never 
before. Both Hdmonton and Cal- 
gary have links of whieh both cities 
have reason to be proud. ‘The 
Calgary president, Mr. A. O. 
Levers, has been most indefatigable 
in his efforts to place the club ona 
good basis and much of the credit 
is due to him. Another year it is 
lo be hoped that matches will be 
arranged between the two cities. 
With players like Cobbett and 
Simpson on the one side and H. [y. 
Downey, C. W. Hague and George 
Ross on the other, first-class con- 
tests should result. In golf, as in 
every other game, there has to be 
competition outside the club to 
arouse interest to the fullest extent.
